Curtin Believes Roosevelt Has 


Authority; Struggle 


Is Forecast.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 2.2—A 


broad hint that Mayor James J. 
Walker will refuse to vacate his 
office if he is ordered removed by 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was made in Supreme court today 
by John J. Curtin, the mayor's 
counsel, in arguing before Justice 
Ellis J. Staley in behalf of a writ 
restraining the 
oGvernor 
from 


proceeding in the Walker case. 


Alter Curtin had vigorously de- 


cleared the Governor had no juris- 
diction; that be had denied Mayor 
Walker a fair trial: that he bad 
accepted the Hofstadter "cx-parte" 
testimony as evidence and that the 
mayor has not been accorded the 
right to face his accusers, he said. 


"A physical conflict might well 


ensue if an order were made by 
the Governor to remove the Mayor 
•without jurisdiction." 


Curtin told Justice Staley that 


Governor 'Roosevelt is "not above 
the law." He asserted that "we 
intend to protect the Mayor of our 
greatest city in ttie courts "

IS ROBBED OF 


Culprits First Steal Chick- 


ens Then Act 


Entering his home Sunday at 2 


a. m. and accusing him of steal- 
ing chickens, two unknown white 
men robbed Moses Miller, colored 
E. Corwin-st, and escaped with $8 
and some change, police have been 
notified. 


Mr. Miller said the two 
men 


knocked on the door of his home 
and ordered him out of the house, 
charging him with stealing five 
chickens which they held in their 
hands. Pulling the heads from two 
of the chicks and throwing the re-1 
maining three on the ground, the 
men said, "Stick 'em up." Whether 
or not the robbers had guns Mr, 
Miller was not sure, although he 
told Officer William McCrady that 
one of the men kept his right hand 
in a pocket. 


SEARCH CLOTHING

Miller's clothing and ransacked the 
house, finding the $8 and some 
small change. They made a hur- 
ried exit, going west on Corwin- 
st. 


Several hours after Miller re- 


ported the hold-up, Mrs. J. Tee- 
gardin of S. Waahington-st, noti- 
fied police that five chickens -had 
been taken from a chicken coop in 
the hear of her home. Officer Mc- 
Crady found two of the chickens 
and they were identified and claim- 
ed by Mrs. Teegardin. 


It is presumed that the two cul- 


prits 
robbed Mrs. Teegardin's 


chicken coop, then went to Miller's 
home and used the chicks an an ex- 
cuse to-get Miller out of the house.

Plans to Discuss Farming 


on West Tour

ALBANY, N. Y.r Aug. 22.—Mes- 


sages from' all parts of the nation 
congratulating Governor Franklin 
D. Roosevelt on his demand for 
federal regulation of Wall street 
are 
pouring into the executive 


mansion, it was revealed today. 
While the Governor has not made 


public any of the messages it was 
learned that many of them praise 
his "courage" for taking such a 
stand, particularly at a time when 
an effort is being made to raise 
$1,500,000 to finance the Demo- 
cratic presidential campaign. 


APPEARS UNWORRIED 


Governor Roosevelt mads 
it 


plain he is not worried over reports 
that his proposal'for regulation of 
stock and commodity markets may 
cause financial interests to refuse 
to contribute to the campaign fund. 


Hints have been thrown out by 


Roosevelt's advisers that he shortly 
will make a personal appeal to 
"the little fellows" in the Demo- 
crat party for contributions rang- 
ing from $1 to $5. 


Nothing would please Roosevelt 


more than-to have the campaign 
financed without the aid of "Wall 
Street interests", according to his 
close friends. JBefore the campaign 
is over, it is said, the governor will 
have considerable to say about 
"vested interests" and "interna- 
tional bankers." 


PROHIBITION TOPIC 


Roosevelt is expected to reply to 


President Hoover on prohibition in 
Ms speech at a Democratic rally at 
Seagirt, -N. J., next Saturday: 
Roosevelt has told friends he be- 
lieves the president is "vulnerable" 
on the wet-dry issue and that he 
intends to speak out straight from 
the shoulder.
